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equally ‘important for it 
brought home forcibly to 
everyone the reminder that 
the troubles and anxieties 
to which we are subject 
here are not purely local in 
origin. They stem from the 
grave problem of the strug- 
gle of the power blocs for 
influence that has taken 
the place of the all-one 
cold war that followed the 
last world conflagration. 


When Israel was involv- 
ed in the flaring up of a 
life and death str e with 
a dictator the whole weight 
of the international orga- 
nization was brought to 
bear to prevent the fall of 
this fascist and his regime 
and to restore a status quo 
which had lost all moral 
content and which was be- 
coming an increasing me- 
nace to the peace of 
whole world. When the 
workers of Hungary find 
themselves up against nak- 
ed force, the same United 
Nations hesitates, debates 
and delays, while blood is 
needlessly shed and the de- 
fenders of their own free- 
dom against foreign force 
wait in vain for help. 


Yet if Israel needed en- 
couragement in these diffi- 
cult times of tension and 
in the face of the dangers 
from the great odds which 
confront her, she could de- 
rive it from the bitter and 
determined resistance of 
the free people of Hungary. 
They are blasted by tanks 
and guns, they are impri- 
soned masse, their cities 
are reduced to the sort of 
rubble that only full-scale 
military attacks can bring 
about, they are subject to 
mass deportations,. They 
are placed under martial 
law and yet they fight on. 


They have shown the 
same strength of human 
spirit which Israel showed 
in her War of Independ- 
ente, which has maintained 
her in the face of a hostile 
Arab world and a Western 
one bent on appeasement 
at all costs. It is thus not 
surprising that when the 
Hungarian workers, in the 
face of all that is before 


them, proclaimed a 48. hour 7-. 
strike our workers here 


should have felt the urgent 
need to rally with them 
completely in spirit.
